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Princeton Case Still Stirs Comment 
In National, International Circles 


Still simmering in the cauldron of 


American news is the eruption on the 


- campus at Princeton, N. J.: the case of the Rev. Hugh Halton, OP, vs. Prince- 


ton university.

Briefly, this is what happened. 


Early this academic term, Father Hugh Halton, +4, Dominican chaplain 
at Princeton for the past five years, openly charged the university with mis- 
representing Catholicism and declared some of the faculty to have a vitiating 


influence on students. 


President Goheen, 38, retorted that the charges were 


irresponsible and, unable to have the priest removed from his post, deprived 


him of all university privileges. 

A rash of editorials and articles fol- 
lowed the action; some defended the 
priest’s part, others attacked. If direct 
references were not made, allusions were. 

Now, a month and a half. later, 
members of the nation’s academic, re- 
ligious and journalistic circles are still 
effervescing. The entire gamut of opin- 
ion is represented. 

Catholic dean of Princeton's gradu- 
ate school of study, Dr. Hugh Scott 
Taylor, has publicly disapproved of 
Father Halton’s methods. It is not 
said whether Dr. Taylor, who is a past 
president of an international Catholic 
intellectual association, disagrees with 
Father Halton’s assertions or merely his 
methods. But he declared his disap- 
proval publicly. 

A renowned protestant journalism 
professor at a state university referred 
to President Goheen as ‘Wonder Boy”’ 
—stating that he was far too young 
(at 38. the youngest president in Prince- 
ton history )to handle human relations 
in such a matter. 

Dubuque archdiocesan paper, the 
Witness, observes that although much 
is said about freedom of speech, espe- 
cially in our intellectual institutions, 
this is a prime example of theory with- 
out application. 

A Catholic Chicago university pro- 
fessor in a speech at Notre Dame made 
a not-so-subtle allusion. An NC re- 
lease reported the professor as saying 
that “references to America’s secular 
universities as ‘communistic, godless, 
pagan and immoral’ may be made with 
fervent sincerity; but they create neither 
respect for the Church nor for its ad- 
herents at the secular schools.” 

There were many surprised Catholics 
as a result of the Dominican priest's 
criticism of famed Catholic philosopher 
Jacques Maritain. It was interesting 
to note recently that Maritain also has 
at least two critics abroad. Last week, 
while the Archbishop of Milan lauded 
Maritain for his work in the philosophy 


field, a Jesuit magazine, Civita Cal- 
tolica, published in Rome, criticized him 
unfavorably. 

Some observers have declared that 
Father Halton will be supported by 
Catholics merely because he is a Cath- 
olic and a priest. It is rather obvious 
from the opinions given that Father 
Halton has practically as many Catholic 
critics as Protestant — and that not all 
Protestants are critical. 

As far as is known, Father Halton 
is still functioning as chaplain at 
Princeton, albeit sans official recogni- 
tion. The questions still pertinent are: 
Did this Catholic priest have the right 
to make such bald criticisms? And did 
the university act intelligently in re- 
fusing him privileges and recognition? 

The facts of the matter are: it was 
Father Halton’s job to look after the 
moral and intellectual welfare of the 
Catholic students at Princeton. In his 
eyes. what he saw was not healthy. 
And it appears from the facts noted 
in a previous editorial that his decla- 
rations are not entirely unsubstantiated. 
Specifically: the qualifications and com- 
petence of the instructors in the Prince- 
ton religion department are decidedly 
dubious, as far as Catholicism is con- 
cerned. The book Morals and Medt- 
cine, published by the Princeton Uni- 
versity press is more than dubious. It 
gives anti-Catholic practices as Catholic. 

A Catholic chaplain, especially one 
so mentally endowed as this Domini- 
can, could not affirm these things. The 
reason he spoke out? Silence is af- 
firmation. 

It seems apparent that Father Hal- 
ton made some radical statements. Not 
all were necessary. But Princeton den- 
ies every statement, not merely a few. 

To our second question: did the uni- 
versity act intelligently and maturely 
in its rejection action? Others before 
have pointed out the high place which 
American colleges and universities

“We do have competent, qualified in- 
structors of Catholicism in our religion 
department. Their qualifications are: 
etc.” Or, “Morals and Medicine is cor- 
rect in its references to Catholic teach- 
ing.” The only Princeton declarations 
seen were those reporting that Father 
Halton made “‘irresponsible’’ charges. 
Finis. No defense. 

Princeton answered Father Halton, 
but did not answer his charges. 


Thus, by not answering his charges 
as charges, by rejecting him officially, 
Princeton appears to be walking away 
from the problem, not facing it. 

Father Halton will be there — unof- 
ficially, of course — whenever the uni- 
versity wishes to face it.
